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Step Forward and Sign In, Please 


Just like on To Tell The Truth, ask 
cast member Dave Marquis to step for- 
ward and sign in, please and he’ll proba- 
bly surprise you by pulling out snap shots 
of his signs ... all 40 or so, scattered 
across the Magic Kingdom and Village! 

For Dave is Senior Artist and sign- 
maker for WED Enterprises here at Walt 
Disney World. And what better name for 
a sign-maker that Marquee, or, in this 
case, Marquis? Notice that we said 
“sign-maker” ... not sign painter, for 
the signs that Dave makes for us may 
cost as much as $18,000 each and take 
up to a year to complete! 

With the recent installation of Dave’s 
newest creation . . . the Fort Wilderness 
entrance sign on Vista Boulevard. . . we 
thought a visit to his WED office was in 
order. 


“Antiques play a role in all the signs I 
work on,” Dave explained. ‘‘The 
craftsmanship and sense of theming | 
find in them influences what I do,” he 
prefaced in pointing out that he collects 
late 19th and early 20th century an- 
tiques. His Melbourne home is literally 
“a live-in museum” decorated with such 
long-gone collectables as a pump organ, 
Edison gramaphone and 1892 National 
cash register. Dave owns a 1915 Model T 
Ford and a 1929 Model A Ford pick-up 
truck, which he and his wife drive in our 
Main Street Easter Parade each year. 

His hobby directly reflects in much of 
his work. For instance, the covers on 
Main Street’s transportation signs 
employ brass snaps and canvas-like fab- 
ric typical of the period. And the new Fort 
Wilderness entrance sign has a center 
hung from a chain of square, hand- 
beaten links; rather than conventional 
round links, “the way it was done in the 
19th century west.”

Dave’s knowledge of antiques is 
further reflected in the steamboat Gothic 
lettering he designed for the stern 
nameplate above the turning 
paddlewheel on the “Empress Lilly’, the 
combination Gay Nineties lettering and 
antique bicycle sandblasted into the Von 
Otto’s Antiques sign in the Village, and 
his newest project of theme park ice 
cream wagons with circus lettering and 
brass acorn nuts. 

At home, Dave reconditions the many 
antiques he collects. Recently, for exam- 
ple, he was browsing in an antique shop 
and discovered an 1892 National all- 
bronze cash register in the back of an old 
truck out back. He promptly purchased it 
and soon found that the National Cash 


Register Company has nickel-plated 
most of the pure brass parts, as was cus- 
tomary in those days. Dave completely 
disassembled and labeled every part of 
the cash register before sendingit out toa 
company that specialized in removing 
old nickel-plating. A worker there 
dumped all of the hundreds of screws 
and springs into one bucket for treatment 
. and returned them the same way. 
Dave rebuilt the register partly from 
memory and partly just blind luck to its 
current, completely restored state! 
Through ‘‘on-the-job training’ and 
years of tinkering, Dave has taught him- 
self many allied trades he uses in his signs 
. electricty, which helps him design 
special lighting systems; plumbing, used 


in large signs requiring drainage; and the 
structural properties of building mate- 
rials. He also has learned to work in weld- 
ing, wood working and machine shops. 

All of these trades come in handy at his 
job at WED, for Dave not only conceives 
the sign, but drafts the working drawings 
and works with our shops personnel until 
the project is complete. 

Dave even performs a bit of Merlin’s 
magic on some sign projects. The Fort 
Wilderness sign is an example where the 
elements would rot a wooden one, so 
Dave has designed one that is made of 
fiberglass and when finished is indistin- 
guishable from the oak called for. 

“Tt will last forever,” he states right out. 
“Someday, these signs will be antiques.” 

Dave, unlike many artists, has no for- 
mal art school training. He joined WED 
in 1973 after some 13 years with Pan 
American Airways, where he developed 
his artistic skills through on-the-job train- 
ing as a printer, cartographer draftsman 
and illustrator . . . plus plenty of plain old 
talent! 

Dave relates that his first creative sign 
making job came during a stint with the 
Army ... he pin-striped his Captain’s 
car!

A 
charming story filled with wonderfully inven- 
tive characters matched with perfect voice 
portrayals moves the whole enterprise for- 
ward with resounding success. 

“The Rescuers” is a fully animated feature 
with a contemporary look. The characters 
have the sharp edges and sketchily indicated 
features of current animation style; unlike the 
more classical, soft-edged beauty of “Snow 
White”, for instance. The backgrounds are 
lovely renditions, especially the static opening 
title sequence of pastel drawings.

The arrival of a new Walt Disney animated 
feature is always an event, and “The Re- 
scuers” is a special event. A lovely film, it 
should take its place among the cream of the 
Disney animated classics. Four-years of work 
have been invested in this $7,500,000 
Wolfgang Reitherman production, and the 
expense, care, and expertise shows. The Dis- 
ney wizards, both veterans and newcomers, 
have adapted two Margery Sharp stories into 
a film which blends visual sophistication and 
emotional simplicity, along with the upbeat 
humor that marks the best of Disney product. 

This is the 22nd Disney full-animated fea- 
ture. Last one was “Robin Hood”, and its a 
shame that kids have had to wait four-years in 
between films since the level of Disney craft is 
beyond comparison with the junk that per- 
vades Saturday morning TV these days. 

“The Rescuers” is the best work by Disney 
animators in many years, restoring the craft to 


its former glories. In addition, it has a more 
adventurous approach to color and 
background stylization than previous Disney 
efforts have displayed, with a delicate pastel 
palette used to wide-ranging effect. 

The blending of old and new talents is 
probably responsible for the film’s unique 
combination of freshness and technical mas- 
tery. Also strong points are the music by Artie 
Butler and five songs by Carol Connors, Ayn 
Robbins, Sammy Fain, and Robert Craw- 
ford, with Shelby Flint doing the wistful war- 
bling. 

It’s a package that will delight adults as well 
as kids, which is necessary for the success of 
any animated film. 

In contrast to the cardboard animation of 
characters in most cut-rate TV fare today, the 
animals in this film have fully orchestrated 
movements of the kind that have always cap- 
tivated Disney audiences. 

Allin all, “The Rescuers” is cause for rejoic- 
ing among both young and adult film-goers.

You never know when skills you 
learned in life saving may decide 
whether or not someone else lives or 
dies, as happened recently to cast 
member Leon Carroll’s son, 12-year- 
old Frank. 

Jimmy Robinette, 9-year-old, and 
Frank were playing around the swim- 
ming pool at Excaliber Apartments in 
South Orlando when they found 
4-year-old Kenneth Chiappo lying on 
the bottom of the pool. Jimmy jumped 
into the pool and pulled the tot out. 

At first he hesitated because, “ʻI 
thought he was faking - a lot of kids do 
that, but then I noticed he wasn’t. That’s 
when | jumped in and brought him out,” 
the fourth grader said. 

Frank was ready and as soon as the tot 
reached the surface, he began adminis- 
tering mouth-to-mouth resuscitation, 
which he continued until the Pine Castle 
Fire Department rescue truck arrived. 

According to a spokesman for the 
Orange County Sheriffs Department, 
Kenneth is alive today because of the 
two children’s quick thinking and ac- 
tions. The deputy said they had every- 
thing under control when rescue trucks 
arrived.
